UOW THE CROPS LOOK. 


The Condition of the Wheat in 8ome of 
the Western States. 


TOL*DO, O . , Aprii 28.—During the 
past tour days C. A. King & Co. have 
received 2,500 crop reports from the 
grain dealers and millers of six of the 
principal winter wheat states, which 
raise over one-third of the wheat crop of 
the United States. 


Kansas reports excellent prospects, 
better than any year since 1884, when 
they raised 36,000,000 bushels, but on 
an acreage of over two millions, while 
the acreage this year is only about three 
quarters of a million. 


Missouri has fair prospects, a trifle 
better than three weeks ago, but some- 
what worse than a year ago, when they 
bad a large crop. 
A trifle 
larger 
amount 
than usual has been plow-?d 
up. 


In other states the season is backward 
nearly one third of the reports saying 
there has not been enough 
growing 
weather to show the actual condition of 
the crop, but the majority seems to 
think that warm rains would soon im- 
prove the appearance. 


Indiana reports show that nearly a 
quarter of the acreage has or will be 
plowed up; Uliuois about one-fifth, Ohio 
about one-eighth, while it is too early to 
tell about Michigan. 
The present pros- 
pect is for a two third crop in Michigan 
and nearly that iu Ohio and Illinois, 
while Indiana seems to be the poorest. 
The condition is worse iu all four of the 
states than it was three weeks ago. 


BAUK FAILURE. 


The Sonth End Bank of ColnmbnSy Ohio, 
Closes Its Doors. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 28.-The South 
End bank suspended payment this morn- 
ing for two or three days. 
H. Mithoff, 
president, and Mayor Bruck, vice presi- 
dent, posted a notice to depositors at 10 
a. m., that owing to the action of the 
former cashier, P. W. Corziiius, they 
were obliged to temporarily suspend. 


The officers and 
directors 
assured 
them that all the claims will be paid in 
full, they being personally responsible 
for the same and pledge all their means 
to that end. 
Either one of the taree 
or four stockholders are able to meet 
all demands. 
Corziiius overdrew his 
account some fifteen thousand dollars 
and the bank has mortgage securities 
to cover the same amounting to oyer 
thirty thousand. 


He has $20,000 in the stock of the 
bank, one quarter 
paid 
up. 
The 
small certificates holders and others 
made a run of $10,000 or $12,000 this 
morning and suspension was for the pur- 
pose of giving the directors an oppor- 
tunity to hold a meeting and make an 
exact statement of the liabilities. 


None of the heavy depositors asked 
for money. 
W. Q. Deshler offered the 
bank $25,000 to meet the temporary 
run, but the bank had plenty of money 
on which to do its business.

A 
school exhibition was In progress at 
Brockerman's ball, situated in the second 
story of > brick building. 
The hall 
seats about 400 and was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. 
Huddenly, without 
the slightest warning, the fioor gave 
way with a frightful crash. 


It appeared to sink in the center, fun- 
nel-shaped, 
and the entire audience 
went down in a surging mass to the 
ground, a distance of twenty or twenty- 
five feet. As is usual on such occasions, 
many women and children were present, 
smd their shrieks as they were precipi- 
tated with the crashing timbers were 
heartrending. 


Mrs. Jennie Alexander, a daughter of 
Frank Stewart, Mrs. Wright, Harvey 
Holders, justice of the peace, and one 
other woman, whose name it is at pres- 
ent unable to ascertain have been taken 
out dead, and at least fifty are wounded, 
many of them badly.

He condemned Chairman Leonard and 
Will Wilson, who managed the meet- 
ing and appealed to thia meeting to re- 
primand them. 


Mr. Will Wilson was called and re- 
sponded. 
ide said he didn't know what 
sort of a convention then was and didn't 
know that he had any business there. 
He found precedents for his acts and 
had no apologies to make to "bolters 
and kickers, for we have them, 
too," 
closed the speaker. 
He said if he had 
offended a square, honest republican he 
would apologize, "not to kickers and 
bolters. 
This convention can do what it 
pleases," said Chairman Wilson, ''but if 
every delegate elected at the regular 
meeting resigned, this gathering has DO 
power or jurisdiction to supply their 
places." Cheers and hissea.
